2. In view of newly presented claims 79-85 in Applicant's said amendment filed 9/2/03, the 
following restriction requirement is set forth. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed Inventions III wherein the administered HLA-B35 binding MAGE-Al peptide 
comprising SEQ ID NO: 10 is:
